TO THE MEMBERS OF THE THIRD EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF THE FORTY-NINTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
| | l OF ARKANSAS: 

The primary purpose of the first special session was to meet Federal requirements 
for relief to home owners, to refinance farm tiontedeee: and procure loans from the Public 
Works Administration in behalf of municipalities, schools and state agencies. The . 
Legislature met all requirements then made by the Federal Government. The second special 
session was to pass a refunding law. | l 

Whether. the venture near Benton. in behalf of our insane was a mistake need not be 
discussed. In furtherance of this program, the State has spent more than a million dollars 
in the purchase of land and the construction of buildings. The State has near Benton thirty- . 
three hundred acres of land and thirteen buildings, which, when ready for use, will accomodate 
eight hundred patients. . 


The inadequate housing facilities for these unfortunate people for many years has 


produced conditions which civilization whould not tolerate. The rapid increase of patients makes 


each day the situation more acute. At night more than one thousand patients are lain together 


fy Snes 4 


like sweet potatoes in a plant bed. Many of these are without any sense of propriety or cleanliness. 


They are masses of living clay bereft of mentality. They are up through the night tramping on 


each other except as restrained by attendants. If you are not convinced of the need for more room, 


visit them tonight, when a picture will be thrown upon the screen of your mind, which time will 


not efface. The conditions. would tend to make a well person sick, and to make a sick person sicker, 


More room is the remedy. There is no substitute. Three hundred thousand dollars will be 
required to make the buildings at Benton available for use. The Government not only offers 
you this money, but enough more to construct a second unit of buildings. This done, arrange= 
ments for caring for our unfortunates will have been provided, for the next fifty years. 

The money to seuote te the program can be obtained from the Federal Government, if 
we comply with its terms. It cannot be obtained elsewhere. Through Judge Hill, I requested 
the Government to fix its terms. It has done so in the form of a bill. The terms are fair 
and reasonable. As Governor, I accept them. If you permit this opportunity to™pass, you 
thereby decree indefinitely a continuance of the present inhuman conditions; or adopt the 
alternative of oppresive taxation to raise the money. The people should not be required to 
sebmit to this alternative. It is my belief that if you exhibit a hesitation or unwillingness 
to accept this gratuity, the offer is liable to be withdrawn any minute, after which the 
money will be expended in some other State. l 

From the outset,- I had anticipated no ounie in procuring this money from the 
Government. The legislation of 1929 seemed to be all that was needed. The Government has founa 
the following objections.. The present law requires the money upon the sale of the bonds to be 
deposited in the State Treasury. There is no appropriation of the money. Nowhere is the State 
of “Arkansas jeaprersty authorized to escape. a grant. Hearly a falf million dollars of the money 
to be obtained will be a gift to the State. The entire construction work will be under the 
supervision of the Government authorities. Under the bill prepared by the Government, these 
objections are fully met. I see no ground to object to this bill. If you make any substantial 
amendment to it, the money will not be forthcoming. In my judgment, no amendment should be 
mađe. There is every Season for the passage of the bill, and none against it. I suggest that 
you pass this will without amendment, or defeat it, as you may determine. The issue is your 


to determine.

The program, in its tentative Cori contemplates the acquisition of lands that are 
located within convenient distances of the large industrial centers. Its purpose os announced as 
being to provide wholesome outdoor recreation at small cost for persons of moderate incomes, to 
put submarginal lands to a better social use, and to create useful employment for rural families 
displaced from such lands and relocated on more sieductive lands. In the selection and development 2 
of submarginal areas it is proposed to consult all local social agencies, local planning and educational 
boards, park, highway, forestry and agricultural agencies. It is proposed at present to utilize 


from two to ten thousand acres in the projects, and only submarginal, agricultural lands are to be 


The Washington authorities will give first consideration in the program to large industrial 
cities of the North, East and Middle West, however, it is contemplated that in the néar future the 


plan will be extended to the South and the Southwest, : : co, @- 
I would like for Arkansas to be in a position to share in the program, along with the 


other States, since the expense will be borne entirely by the Federal Government. We now have a 
limited ħumber of recreational areas, which are known as State Parks. I would like to see the 
Federal Government enlarge these or establish new units, should it desire to do so. 

7 In asking the General Assembly to enact a bill, “authorizing the Federal Government to 
purchase the necessary submarginal lands in this State, I did not particularly have in mind the 
acquisition of ‘lands for migratory waterfowl refugees, and there is no objection on my part to the 
action of the Senate in eliminating this feature of the bill. i 

Arkansas is in time destined, in my opinion, to be the outstanding playground of the x = 

Southwest. Its potential possibilities point strongly toward this, and I believe that we should 
readilly take advantage of any opportunity that is offered Di the betterment of our recreational 


attractions.
